of the simple t'ool necesarv to support lite, ani ol
by pawning tlie lew thins th';y owned, hud been
able to rai-- e about ten dollarx, With which sum
they secured the service ot an undertaker, who
piepared the hody for interment, but reinsert to
proceed further until the whole bill lor the Mrs.
burial was paid him In mfvntire. This the poor
people could not do, and nt the time ot the visit
of the humane member of the Home Missionary
Society jeoterdny, the (tenth ot the other mem-
bers ot the family from abject want ceomed im-
minent. The drca ltul situation of atlairs was
discovered in the mornine, and the visitor lost
no time in timliny the undertaker, whose
